TISSOT SUGGESTS 
FUMIGATION FOR 
WEEVIL CONTROL 


Fumigation is the,only satis- 
factory method of controlling 


weevils in stored corn, Dr. A.) 


N. Tissot of the University of 
Florida Agricultural Experi-| 
ment Station.said recently. 
"Unless measures are taken 
to control these pests, thousands 
of bushels of stored corn in 
Florida -will be destroyed by 
weevils during the next few 
months,” the Experiment Sta- 
tion entomologist pointed out. 
Many-ears are infested to 
some extent with weevils when 
brought in from the field. As| 


most of the ears are in the| 
shuck, whieh prevents dry in-| 


secticide materials from reach- 
ing the weevils, fumigation is 
the most effective way of con- 
trolling the pests. If weevils are 
not controlled, they will multi- 


ply and destroy large quantities | 
of corn in a surprisingly short | 


time. 

Mixtures of carbon tetrach- 
loride and carbon bisulphide or 
carbon tetrachloride and ethy- 
lene dichloride have proved 
very effective and, when used 
as directed, are safe and do nat. 
damage corn for use as food, 
feed, or seed. Both of these 
fumigant mixtures are prepared. 
commercially and may be ob- 
tained at-farm supply houses, 
Dr. Tissot explained. 

Either of the new fumigant 
mixtures should be applied by 
sprayer or sprinkled evenly 
over the surface of the grain at. 
the rate of six gallons jo 1,000 
bushels of corn. For good results 
the bin’ in which the corn is 
stored must be tight, 
pump or garden sprayer is satis- 
factory for applying the mater- 
jal. Care should be taken not to! 


enhale the fumes or to spill or| 


splash the liquid on the clothes 
or body. If only one bin is to be 
fumigated and the job can be 
done in a few minutes, a gas 
mask is not needed, but if one is 
tor be exposet to the fumes for 


several minutes, a mask should | 


be worn. If some of the ma- 
terial is spilled on the clothes, 
the contaminated articles should 
be removed at once and any 
that splashes on the skin should 
be washed off with soap and 
water as soon as possible. 

Dr. Tissot also recommended 
having the surface of the corn 


at least six inches below the top| 


of the walls of the bin, applying 
the fumigant on a calm day, and 
covering the corn with a ta 
paulin after applying the m: 
terial. Tacking heavy building 
paper ro light roofing paper on 
the sides and bottom of the bin 
will help to prevent the fumes 
from escaping.

MOLASSES PRODUCERS 
EXAMPTED FROM OPS 


Producers of edible molasses 
for use in baking and table 
syrup are now exempted from 
price control under a new regu- 
lation, according to John E. 
Neelacting district director of 
the Office of Price Stabilization 
in Miami. 

The OPS explained that edi- 
ble sugar cane molasses, ex- 
empted at the producer's level 
in Amengsiment 6 to General 
Overriding Regulation 7, is pro- 
duced mainly in the soüthern 
states. The product is derived 
from .the processing of sugar 
cane into sugar for direct con- 
sumption and differs from in- 
dustrial molasses in that-it has 
a high sucrose content. 

Industrial molasses, used pri- 
marily as a raw material for 
ethyl alcohol and yeast, and in 
feeding livestock, has all ob- 
tainable sucrose extracted. This 
product remains under CEIL- 
ING PRICE REGULATION 89. 

Wholesalers and retailers of 
edible molasses will continue to 
establish their ceiling prices 
under the percentage markup 
provisions in Ceiling Price Reg- 
ulation 14 at wholesale; Ceil- 
ing Price Regulations 15 and 16 
at retail levels.

Frequent inspection is funda-| 
mental in efficient  livestock| 
management, and the farmer| 
who keeps à sharp eye on his| 
animals usually sücceeds with] 
them. 

When a farmer looks over his 
cattle or hogs every day, he is| 


able to feed and manage them 
éfficiently, and he can take| 
prompt measures if he finds any | 
thing wrong with them, Gen- 
erally, livestock inspected regu- 
larly are in better condition 
than those allowed to roam for 
days or weeks without inspec- 
tion. 

Inspection is particularly im-| 
portant in winter when much 
pasture grass ha¥ been -killed | 
back ‘and thoüsand$ of pounds 
of valuable meat may be lost if | 
cattle are not given supplemen- | 
tary feeds. When a cattleman | 
notices his animals- losing 
weight because of inadequate | 
grazing, he knows he must pro- 
vide additional feed. Such ac- 
tion enables the animals to hold | 
their weight, gives the cow 
strength to produce a healthy 
calf, and actually prevents| 
losses of cattle that otherwise| 
would starve. 

Cattle and hogs are valuable 
property, and the farmer simply | 
cannot afford to lose them as a| 
result of tardy steps to correct | 
feed shortages or other unfavor- 
able conditions. 

Some poisonous plants ;will 
kill animals within a few hours, 
so, lest there be many victims, 
it is important to inspect herds 
frequently and to take quick 
measures to saye healthy ani- 
mals when plant poisoning is 
discovered.

In a breakdown of official 
record charts, it was revealed 
that 61 international fishing rec- 
ords had been set'in Florida 
waters up to September 15, 
1951.
